Keho lake claimed three lives Sun¬ 
day afternoon when a motor boat 
carrying five Barons high school 
students capsized precipitating the 
young people into seven feet of wat¬ 
er. This is the first drowning fatal¬ 
ity of the present season and has 
plunged this community into mourn¬ 
ing. « 

The victims of the drowning acci¬ 
dent, all members of well known Bar¬ 
ons families, are Stanley Crow, Lloyd 
Campbell and Ruby McCrae, all un¬ 
der 17 years of age. 

Stanley Paulson and Rosanna Crow 
the other members of the party, es¬ 
caped death when Stanley, a power¬ 
ful swimmer, swam ashore with the 
girl. Lloyd Campbell could swim 
but whether Stanley Crow and Ruby 
McCrae could swim is not known. 

News of the triple drowning reach¬ 
ed Barons fro mthe Keho lake, be¬ 
tween four and five o’clock. Immed¬ 
iately the authorities and a medical 
man were notified and search parties 
were organized. Dragging was re¬ 
warded in the finding of the bodies. 

According to local officials of the 
Alberta Provincial Police including 
Coistable Bull, who were notified im¬ 
mediately after the fatalities, the 
drownings must have occurred about 
five o’clock.

With the over-production of teachers now existing, 
graduates will hesitate some time before applying for 
entrance to Nornfal. This may work out to the advan¬ 
tage of the profession as a whole, as only those with the 
real “urge” to impart knowledge, and confidence that 
they can teach well, will go into the necessary training, 
and risk the uncertainty of employment in their chosen 
profession. Other graduates will turn to occupations for 
which they are better adapted. 

Several suggestions have been made to deal with this 
over production of teachers. Some suggest a further 
High School training. But another yefe* of high school 
work and the added accumulation of knowledge might 
be of no great value in teaching the subjects required in 
public school instruction. 

The two-year Normal Course might be too costly for 
many who would make the best teachers. But if the 
Normal School trains in the art of teaching, which is a 
vastly different matter from the acquiring of personal 
knowledge, then it would seem that the Normal training 
would be the one to be extended, rather than the High 
School course. *

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FAITH OF PRAIRIES 
SPIRIT OF CANADA 


Sir Josiah Stamp, Moat 1 mprraard 
With West on Canadian Visit 


Staunch confidence of Canada's 
west country in its own destiny was 
the most impressive point noted by 
Sir Josiah Stamp in his recent trip to 
Canada. The world-famed economist 
crossed the prairies to the Rockies in 
the course of his royal commission 
survey of the grain futures problem. 

Not in .the luxurious beauty of Ot¬ 
tawa's terraced lawns nor in the can- 
y oned architecture of Toronto's 
Yonge Street did the kindly Briton 
find inspiration—for -he knows the 
gentle beauty of south England’s 
downs and the terrifying might of 
NeW Yolk’s man-made mountains. To 
Sir Josiah the spirit of Canada is the 
faith of the prairies. 

"1 Consider most remarkable the 
tremendous development which has 
taken place on the pairries in the last 
30 years," said Sir Josiah. “The set¬ 
tlements on the vast flat wheatlands 
expressed no touch of temerity in 
their transition from shack-towns to 
budding cities, it is evident.” 

He was awed at the might of the 
Rockies, seen in a week end jaunt to 
Banff, Alta., but thought “somewhat 
more ‘homey’ than Switzerland's Alps 
A Saskatchewan dust storm brought 
him an experience he had never be¬ 
fore known. 

“Tremendous hospitality of Can¬ 
ada’s folk made marked impression 
on Lady Stamp, who accompanied her 
husband across the prairies. Lady- 
Stamp ^remarked on the manner in 
which a luncheon party of hundreds 
could be gathered on a few hours no¬ 
tice, saying “it couldn’t be done in. 
London." She was amazed at the in- 
dominable spirit of present-day folk 
living in the rugged rock country in 
tar west Ontario. 

Even Colin and Maxwell, sons of 
the Stamp family, who visited Can¬ 
ada with their parents, found their 
greatest ‘thrills" in the west. Man’s 
fight with nature in the oil fields of 
Alberta’s Turner Valley seemdd mar¬ 
vellous to Colin, and a sudden flight 
of hundreds of north-bound geese 
across Manitoba skies sent little Max 
into ecstacy.—Canadian Press.

They Can Make or Break a Community Through the Exercise of Their Buying 

Power. THEY HOLD THE PURSE STRINGS. 


They do not expect her to buy first article she looks at, or tries 
on, but expect her, if she is a shrewd shopper, to “look around a 
little.” They not only expect, but want her to do this, because 
they want her to be satisfied, knowing that a satisfied customer is 
the best advertisement they can have. 


It has been said that the hand that rocks the cradle rules the 
world, and nowhere is this more true than in the world of trade. 
The woman is the purchasing agent of the household, and man, 
as a rule is very glad to have her handle the job. 


It has been estimated that eighty per cent, of all the retail buy¬ 
ing is done by women. This may appear to be a high estimate, but 
a visit to the retail stores of any town or city is enough to convince 
one that the figures are not too high. The preponderance of women 
among the buyers is sufficient at any rate to make business men 
realize that it is the women that they must please with their mer¬ 
chandise. 


The same woman, however, who might show shrewd shop- 
ing instinct in a retail store may order a suit from a mail order 
house on the strength of nothing more than a pretty picture and 
an alluring description. She has not even the opportunity of try¬ 
ing it on, to say nothing of the chance of examining the fabric, 
noting the exact shade of the material and inspecting the work¬ 
manship of such a character that the suit will not fall to pieces. 
Such buying is not shrewd buying, but after the article is bought 
there is nothing to be gained by being dissatisfied. Articles sold 
locally must be satisfactory before the purchase is made, and infer¬ 
ior articles will not sell. 


And because they do by far the greatest part of the buying, 
the women have a responsibility which they do not always realize. 
The women, through their buying power can make or break busi¬ 
ness men of a town, and as a natural consequence, they can make 
or break the town. It is in their power to make it a prosperous 
town or a dead one. 


Women are taking a more and more prominent part in public 
affairs every year, and yet to what extent the welfare of any com¬ 
munity depends on them is not fully realized. With eighty per 
cent of the retail buying power in their hands it is within their 
power to keep many dollars at home to help build a prosperous, 
progressive community.

stituents for re-election, a survival 
from the struggle in Queen Anne’s 
reign between the court and country 
parties, when the court party had a 
decided advantage by being able to 
bribfe members of the country party 
with salaried places in the household. 
When the latter became fcrong enough 
an act was passed that no member 
could accept a position of enrolment 
under the crown without first ob¬ 
taining the consent of his constitu¬ 
ents. This act is being modified by 
some legislatures, but 1 am not per¬ 
suaded that the necessity for it hgs 
passed, A government returned 
with a slim majority might easily 
increase its own strength and corres¬ 
pondingly decrease the strength 
of the opposition by inviting an op¬ 
position member into the cabinet. The 
enrolment is a tempting bait and 
the member accepting could enjoy it 
four or five years and snap his fing¬ 
ers at indignant constituents. An op¬ 
position could not be re-elected as a 
government supporter even though, 
•and perhaps because, he carried a 
portfolio in his itching hand, and the 
electors should not be left powerless 
in the event of their member accept¬ 
ing a ministerial post in a govern¬ 
ment he had just been elected to op¬ 
pose. The act has sometimes operat¬ 
ed to the disadvantage of able men 
with small majorities and to the ad¬ 
vantage of mediocre men with safe 
ridings, but it cannot be safely re¬ 
pealed.
